B .7 Kentucky Telecoii~iiuiiicatioiis Relay Service for Hearing-Impaired or Speech-Impaired 
Pei-soiis in Kentucky 

B .7.1 Regulations 
Pursuant to IQSC Adiiiiiiistrative Case No. 333 aiid 372, a iiioiitlily surcliarge sliall 
be iiiiposed on all local excliaiige access lilies to fkid tlie Kentucky 
Telecoiimiunicatioiis Relay Service. This service provides telephoiie 
coiimiuiiicatioiis betweeii deaf aiid hearing / speecli-impaired custoiiiers who use 
telecoii~ii~inicatioiis devices for tlie deaf aiid custoniers who use staiidard voice 
telephoiies I 

B.7.2 Surcharge Rate 
1. Recovery of state costs associated with tlie Teleplioiie Relay Service (“TRS”) 

and Telecoii~ii~inicatioiis Access Prograiii (“TAP”) is based on a fixed 
monthly charge per access line. 

2. For purposes of applicatioii of tlie surcliarge, access lilies are defined as 
facilities that provide access to aiid fioiii tlie telecoiuiilluiiicatioiis iietworlc for 
toll service aiid for local calling. WATS, Remote Call Forwarding, Radio 
Coiixiioii Carriers, IiiterLATA Foreign Exchange Lines, Private Liie 
Services, Mobile, Other Coiimioii Carriers, aiid Coiiipaiiy Official Accouiits 
are excluded froiii this category. 

3. The iiioiitlily surcharge will appear in customer iiivoices labeled “TRS/TAP 
Surcharge.”
